ATTACHMERTS AGAINST THE FIRM’S PROPERTY. 

New Tom., May 22.—In the snits com- 
menced in the Supreme Court against A. 
W. Dimock & Co., brokers, attacnments 
have been granted against the firm's 
property—first, by Andrew F. Underhill, 
to recover $22,275 losses sileged to have 
been sustained in purshases and 
sales by the plaintick at the instiga- 
tion of defendants of the stock of the 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ Telegraph Company. 
The piaintiff says he borrowed $7,000 from de- 
fendants, but alleges that over and above all 


forms the subject of a great deal of 
talk as the facts gradually leak out. 
One man is reported to have mortgaged bis 
house for $8,000, paying 8 per eent interest, 
and placed the entire capital with Levis. Sev- 
eral business-men are reported to have invest- 
ed as high as $6,000 and $8,000 in the con- 
cern.

JESSE GRANT'S PARTNER IN COURT—HIS MEX- 


ICAN BOND NEGOTIATIONS. 

New Tonk. May 22.—({Special.}—The partner 
of Jesse Grant, a younger son of the General, 
in the brokerage business at No. 2 Wall street, 
is Stephen F. Moriarty, a bright young Boston- 
ian, who left the law office of ex-Gov. Gaston, 
of Massachusetts, to indulge here a fondness 
for speculative enterprises. Since his advent 
in this city ke bas interested himself specially 
in the use of electric-storage batter- 
ics. In A 1883, be borrowed from George 
William Baliou the sum of $5,000, for which he 
gave his note, and as collateral security shares 
of the Electric Accumulator Company. The 
note not having been paid at maturity Ballou 
sold the stock at auction, and bought it in bim- 
self at $300, which sum be credited Moriarty 
with on the note. Subsequently be transferred 
the note to Henry H. Remington, who sued 
Moriarty on it. 

After these events Mr. Moriarty appeared be- 
fore the public as one of the subjects of a 
newspaper story, in which his marvelous skill 
and success as a speculator and “placer” of 
railroad and mining stocks was extolled, and 
next as one of the defendants in a suit repre- 
senting bonds of the par value of about $5,000,- 
000 which were issued by the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Mexico, organized when the French 
troops left that country.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE THIRD AND LAST bars 


SESSION. 

The third dav's session of the State Medical 
Society began yesterday morning. 

Dr. Cook, of Mendota, reported that the Leg- 
islative Committee for the Insane was prepar- 
ing to go before the Legislature and ask for the 
enactment of necessary laws. 

Dr. A. B. Strong, of Chicago, spoke of the 
defects in the workings of the anatomical law. 
He wanted additional legislation, and to have 
the law made mandatory. The medical colleges 
should have a claim on the bodies of paupers 
not claimed by friends. 

SUBJECTS NEEDED BY THE MEDICAL COLLEGES. 

Dr. H. A. Johnson gave an account of the 
work done by the committee in trying to have 
a satistactory law passed by the last Legisia- 
ture. He drew up the original bill presented. 
It ordered that the unclaimed bodies of pau- 
pers be turned over for dissection in cities of 
over 25,000 inhabitants. The bill was amended 
allowing only colleges in cities of 100,000 inhab- 
itants the privilege. Heoce Chicago was the 
only city in the State that was benefited by the 
law. Humanity demanded that subjects be 
furnished medical colleges, as they would be 
secured without the license of law if necessary. 
A law like the one desired made it certain that 
the bodies of their loved ones would rest ia 
peace. The question should be brought before 
the people. At the last session of the 
ture the physicians met with all sorts of 
objections. The press opposed the bill, and 
pictured doctors as persons who delighted in 
tearing asunder the structure which God had 
put ther. Herein Chicago it cost more 
to secure subjects from the officials than to 
buy them from some one else. The officials
